Pursuant  to  call  made  under  direction  of  the  Warden  the 
Council  met  at  the  Q-rand  Jury  Room,  in  the  Court  House, 
at  the  Village  of  Welland,  on  Monday,  the  6th  day  of  June, 
A.D.,  1870,  at  12  o'clock  noon,  in  Special  Session,  but  for  the 
transaction  of  general  business  nevertheless. 

The  Warden  in  the  Chair.

The  Waiden  thanked  Councillors  for  their  prompt  attend- 
ance on  this  the  first  day  of  the  Session,  and  congratulated 
the  country  upon  the  termination  of  the  Fenian  Inv^ion, 
and  was  happy  to  say  "  the  war  is  ended"  without  loss  of 
life  or  bodily  harm  to  any  of  our  brave  soldiers  or  citizens* 

He  went  on  to  explainthat  the  routine  matters  of  business 
at  this  Session  are  principally  and  first  of  all :

funded to  them  for  the  agricultural  purposes  of  those 
Townships  respectively  such  sum  and  sums  as  shall  equal 
what  they  have  thus  contributed  or  may  contribute  towards

of  a  refunding  to  the  Townships  such  sum  and  sums  of 
money  as  those  Townships  have  contributed  or  may  con- 
tribute towards  any  grant  or  granti  already  made  or  which 
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may  hereafter^  while  those  Townships  form  part  of  the

Lee  to  see  that  this  work  is  proceeded  with  until  flOOO 
appropriation  made  by  Tour  Honorable  Council  at  June 
Session  1869,  be  expended)  the  parties  to  be  benefited  to 
expend  work  or  money  to  amount  of  ^500.  On  back  ditch, 
north  side  of  the  Feeder  nothing  has  been  done  owing  to 
extreme  season  of  last  year.    Your  Committee  has  instruct- 
ed Mr,  Holmes,  County  Engineer,  to  level  and  stake  out  the 
work  on  back  ditch  north  of  Feeder,  and  that  the  enlarge- 
ment be  thoroughly  carried  out  until  $200  be  expended, 
the  lands  to  be  benefitted  to  pay  one  third  of  said  $300.

tom ;  such  a  ditch  in  the  opinion  of  Your  Committee  would 
be  of  great  benefit  to  the  inhabitants  residing  on  east  side
